But Volume 11 of Part Hl. of the report of the royal commission 
on technical education conveys to anyone who cares to glance through 
it some idea of how far behind in the matter of education is this

sciences of industry and turn him into the world with an adeptness 
of hand and brain which guarantees his usefulness and insures the 
counrty of a continuous benefit from his training. Following the 
Europeans, the several states in United States are taknig up voca- 
tional training and.for the first time in the history of this country 
the young men of several large cities and states, such as Lowell, 
Buffalo, Boston, New York and West Lynn are being given an 
opportunity to learn what the usefulness is _of _the arithmetic, 
geometry, algebra, chemistry and physics which it has been the 
common lot 6f every student in the public school to puzzle his brain 
over while at the same time adding to his youthful perplexity this 
other great mystery of what all this stuff was about anyway. 

Canada is now about to inaugurate an attempt along the same 


line, and it was for the purpose of gathering information as fo what | 


has been accamplished in other countries that the commission on 
technical education went abroad. 

This much the.commission has found out, or at least the com- 
pilation of the information they have gathered makes plain, that in 
this Dominion of Canada‘there is a tragic waste of men, The evi- 
dences of it are on every hand. Magazine and newspapers team with 
the treatises of the theorists upon conservation, The world 
acknowledges on every hand the valuable service rendered by the 
man who can make 30 bushels grow where but 10 grew before. 
But how about the man who might be rendering service for which he 
would receive $30 a week and who is able to earn only $10? In 99 
cases out of 100 the willingness of the man is not the determining 
factor. . The natural tendency of the human animal is to strive to 
better his condition, Edmonton saw this last winter when three or 
four hundred men, maligned for their poverty, grasped the first axe 
offered and went out into the bitter cold in the scantest of clothing 
tor the meagre opportunity of earning two meals a day. The brutal 
carpings of the jaundiced ones to the contrary, there is no such thing 
as a wilfully out of work class, nor a wilful wop. But there is the 
ever present question of efficiency. The penalty is levied against 
ignorance. And the more inefficient the greater percentage of the 
surplus value the hireling is compelled to give up. The unemployed 
who year after year form a complex winter problem in our cities 
include those able to work but unable to find work, and those untit 
to do work of appreciable value because they have never be2n 
properly trained. Beth groups must be tided over. The first ..on 
rights itself. The second forms a dead weight which must be carried 
by society. The cost of failure to educate is greater to society than 
the cost-of education to the state.

To the Editor of the Capital: 

If there is one process that is in- 
delibly impressed upon the mind of the 
student of natural sclence it “is the 
universality of the process of decay, 
The astronomer tells him of the birth, 
growth and decay of stellar and solar 
cosmogonies in an unlimited universe. 
|}He Ikewlse reminds him of the 
physical condition of the sdlar system 
to which the earth he now Hves upon 
belongs.

The brutal and revolting murder of _a Vancouver woman by a) 


Chinese boy servant has so aroused the race sentiment in Vancouver 
that the local authorities have found it advisable to protect the 
Oriental children from possible violence by children of the white race 
attending the same schools, and have segregated the Chinese. 

Such an outcome of a single crime will be sufficient to impress 
upon those who are not familiar with conditions on the Coast the 
depth of the feeling of hostility which, however quiescent it may seem 
normally, is always existent and will continue to exist so long as the 
Orientals continue to flood in. This feeling of hostility, as the pre- 
sent incident shows, may break out at almost any time. 


In bringing in from Asia people of other races Canada is borrow- | 


ing a great deal of unnecessary trouble, and a kindness would be 
done quite as much to the Hindoos and Chinese who are being 
brought to British Columbia as to the white men who are already 
there if a restriction were placed against Asiatic immigration which 
would be complete.

This 
thought Hes at the base of the Hege- 
Han paradox—existence and non-exist- 
ence are {dentical.” To our ignorance 
of tha Inherenca of Force in Matter, 
Iferbert Spencer in his Synthetic 
philosophy postulated the Unknowable. 
Modern philosophy rejected this appel- 
lation and replaced {t with the more 
correct phrase, the Unknown. Not by 
shelving our diificulties, relegating 
them to an Unknowaple, but by honest 
and incorrigible progress in the paths 
of rational truth and rational duty will 
the battle be won and humanity be 
made happier and wiser, Science will 
not quit her cltadel ror the fat plains 
of human sentiment and Ignorance, 
where, in bovine placidity, the parson 
and the preacher .class have for cen- 
turies thriven and grown fat.

Schultz made his way on snowshoes 
and on foot over the long stretch of 
wilderness to Duluth, Minn. and from 
there he traveled by train to eastern 
Canada, where he aroused the people 
and government to the necessity of 
immediate action in suppressing tho 
insurrection, The story ofg Schultz's 
narrow escape from death at the 
hands of the rebels and his long tramp 
across the solitude with starvation as 
his companion is one of the most 
thriling {n the history of the con- 
quest of the west. After the rebellion 
had been suppressed, Dr. Schultz” was 
elected to the Dominion Parllament 
from Lisgar, serving in that body from 
1871 to 1882, when he was appointed to 
the senate, In 1888 he became Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Manitoba, and 
held that position until shortly be- 
foro his death at Wfnnipeg, April 13, 
1896.

Woolworth, Builder of World's 
Highest Skyscraper, 62 Today. 

Watertown, N. Y,, Isn'ta metropolis, 
as cities go, but it 1s entitled to fame 
as the birthplace of two of the greatest 
business concerns In America, It was 
in Watertown that Frank W. Wool- 
worth opened the first of his five-cent 
stores, and, on a borrowed capital of 
$300, started a business out of the pro- 
fits of which he has built in New York 
the world's highest skyscraper, the 65 
story Woolworth building, a colossal 
edifice which {g the architectural won- 
der of the modern world.. And it was 
in Watertown years later that George 
J. Whelan, a Syracuse cigar dealer, 
opened his first branch store, and laid 
the foundation for a chain of cigar 
stores that now covers the United 
States, and which does an annual busi- 
ness of $30,000,000 a year. Both of 
these big successes were based on orl- 
ginal selling plans, together with a re- 
cognition of the true value of humble 
nickels and lowly dimes, Woolworth 
and Whelan were wise enough to know 
that those little coins, added and com- 
bined and accumulated in suffictent 
quantities, had In them the “makings” 
of a fortune.. Everybody else in those 
days pursued dollars—Woodworth and 
Whelan went after the minted “chick- 
enfeed.” 

Frank W. Woolworth, who has built 
for himself the highest monument in 
the world, was born at Rodman, N. Y, 
62 years ago today. He was a mere 
boy when he opened his first little five- 
cent store in Watertown. He had been

Jefferson's Birthday to Be 
Widely Celebrated Today 

Today the democratic party of the 
United States will present a solid

creat hero of American democracy, 
who was born at Shadwell, Va, 171 
years ago today, In one state, Alabama, 
Jefferson's birthday is a legal holl- 
day, but In all others the anniversary 
ig observed with banquets and oratory. 

With the passing of the years the 
reverence in which Jefferson is held 
by the American people at large, as 
well as by the democratic party, has 
Increased rather than diminished. 
There have been joonoclasts who have 
sought to prove—and have built up 
a very fair case—that Themas Paine 
wrote the declaration of Independence 
popularly attributed to Thomas Jef- 
ferson , and other {dol-breakers have 
to show that “Jefferson sim- 
plicity” was a myth, and that Jeffer- 
son really lived the life of an aristo- 
ernt. It is doubtless true that tife 
\greatadvocate of equality was a man 
of somewhat luxurious habits, that he 
lived In a splendid house that was al- 
most a mansion, that he was sur- 
trounded by servants and slaves, that 
jhe ate the best food from the finest 
china and silverware, that he owned 


faint many rare paintings and statues. 
There «an be no denial of this. But 
imyicity and democracy are quali- 
ties of the mind an@ heart, and they

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A. S. Hall, dead in Colorado Springs,

Out of the profits of the 
Lancaster store he opened a similar 
store in Harrisburg, but it was a fall- 
ture and was soon abandoned. Another 
store, at York, was also unsuccessful. 
One of the secrets of his success, Mr. 
Woolworth has often declared, is that 
he knew when he was defeated. When- 
ever d store failed to make good with- 
in a reasonable time, it was closed, 
and another situation was sought.

CANADIAN PACIFIC’S 
GREAT TUNNEL IN WEST 
IS BUILDING RAPIDLY 


Advices received at Canadian Pact- 
fic headquarters indicate that the work 
of the great tunnel in the west is pro- 
ceeding rapidly. Eleven hundred feet 
on the east side have been driven, 
about 50 per cent,. of the approach has 
been cut on the west end. Mr. J. G. 
Sulllvan, who ts the chief engineer for 
the west, and who goes about planning 
for work and seeing that when plan- 
ned it is efficiently carried out, has 
just returned from a visit to the tunnel 
which he states is being proceeded 
with In a most vigorous-and successful 
manned, Mr, Sullivan states that this 
program will mean, for the year, at 
least $80,000,000 of outlay. A great 
part of this money will be spent tn 
British Columbia on the double track 
work; but thero are also about 60 
miles of new Mne to be laid on the 
prairie. Rails and tiles will be a big 
{tem; the work on the tunnel will call 
for large outlays; while the double 
tracking always postulates big dis- 
bursements. All this work, as = Mr. 
Sullivan points out, is part of the old 
program—if {it can be called out. It 
was provided for last year. It is part 
of a great plan which is to be grad- 
ually realized, from year to year, 
until it is all complete—a plan which 
contemplates the entire double-track- 
ing of the entire system, This alone 
would take years and many milllons of 
dollars. The work, however, will be 
prosecuted with steady perseverence. 

When realized, it will be the biggest 
undertaking of modern times. The 
Canadian Pacific has spent, before 
now, from $50,000,000 to $100,000,000 in 
the west in a single season. It has 
moderated its outlay this year, for 
1014 will not be a year of thrills, 

It is not without interest to know 
that Mr, J, G, Sullivan was the first 
assistant engineer to Mr, Stevens 
when the latter was in charge of the 
Panama Canal before the adyent of 
Colonel Goethals.

ANTARCTIC LECTURE 
TO BE HEARD HERE 
ON THURSDAY WEEK 


Commander Evans of the Scott ex- 
pedition will spend one day in Edmon- 
ton on Thursday April 23. Unfortun- 
ately owing to the lecture engagements 
in England, Commander Evans was 
able to give only seven weeks to the 
States and Canada, only the more im- 
portant points being visited, Calgary 
and Edmonton will both be included in 
his Canadian. tour which will extend 
to Vancouver, There is only time for 
one American city on the west coast, 
and this will probably be Seattle, 

His lecture on the Scott south pole 
expedition will be given here at the 
Empire auditorium. This is a very 
large auditorium and the large number 
of people that will, doubtless, be desir- 
ous of hearing him, can be well taken 
care of, Fortunately Commander 
Evans has a splendid voice capable of 
filling the largest halls, His addresses 
in the east have been delivered in the 
largest auditorium available and the 
press have commented upon his suc- 
cess as a speaker. His first lecture 
was given before the National Geo- 
graphical society In Washington be- 
fore a very distinguished gathering. 
A huge audience greeted him at Car- 
negie hall in New York and his recep- 
tion there, as has been the case at each 
point visited, was most enthusiastic, 
Whole pages were devoted to him in 
the New York paper and our American 
cousins gave him a welcome that could 
not haye been more hearty even in 
Evans’ own home land.
